to report that there has not been a 
great deal of constructive work per­ 
formed by my committee during the 
current year owing largely to the

the country was such

funds were not easily obtained

repair work and the public in gen­ 
eral was not in a mood to undertake 
fu tu re m atur ng obligations of

great magnitude.

ways for the year has shown a de­ 
cided improvement over the preced­ 
ing year.

The first comm unity club organized 
in the county wa* at T abor and was 
done so by the light of a lam p w ith­ 
out a chimney and the light of the 
county agents car, and this com m uni­ 
ty today has the Delco lighting sys­ 
tem. 
Where a few years ago it was 
hard to get a crowd together, today 
even when the therm om eter reg ister­ 
ed 30 degrees, you w ll find from IOO 
to 500 present at Community Club 
meetings and from 1000 to 2000 at 
Community Fairs. 
In assisting and 
cooperating with the county agents 
I have not in the least meddled
